OSBORNE GIVES ICE CREAM 
TO TWO DESPERATE PRISONERS 


Sing Sing Warden Trying Experiment 
With Men Who Had Been in 
Solitary Confinement. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.— Big Bill’ 
Green and “Soapbox” O’Connell, noto- 
rious criminals and jail breakers, have 
been taken to Sing Sing from solitary 
confinement in Clinton Prison to be- 
come subjects of an experiment by 
Warden Osborne. O'Connell spent 3 
months and Green DD in the dark, iso- 
lated cells at Dannemora, N. Y. Dep- 
uty Warden Spencer, Mills says the con- 
finement has so shattered their nerves 
they will have to remain in the prison 

hospital for at least two weeks. 

Then they will begin the experiment, 
which is to consist of associating these 
men with other convicts, giving them 
plenty of air and exercise, and feeding 
them with the best prison fare. 

Should the scheme for the physical 
and mental regeneration of these sub- 
jects work out, the 21 other convicts in 
solitary confinement in Clinton will be 
transferred to Sing Sing to receive the 
treatment. 

When Green and O'Connell arrived 
they walked among the other prison- 
ers. After about an hour ice cream was 
given to them.

GETS FEE FOR TESTIFYING HE -

Dominick Schneider, in Belleville yes- 
terday, claimed and collected a SO cent 
witness fee for testifying that he was 
caught while robbing the barn of Moritz 
Spirtas, a junk dealer. He had restored 
the goods taken from the barn and was 
not prosecuted for the theft. 

The case in which Schneider was a 
witness was a civil suit brought against 
Spirtas by Constable Henry Yerk to 
recover $3 for watching the barn. Spir- 
tas held he did not owe the money as 
he and not the Constable captured 
Schneider. 

This was corroborated on the witness 
stand by Schneider, but Justice Wan- 
gelin awarded a judgment for 8 to 
Yerk and the costs were assessed 
against Spirtas.

MAN DIES FROM BEAR’S MAULING 


Teamster’s Compentons in Yellow- 
stone Park Later Blow Bruin Up. 
LIVINGSTON, Mont., Sept. 12—Frank 
Welch, a Government teamster died 
last night in the military hospital at 
Mammoth Hot Springs, Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park, from a mauling received 
last Friday night by a bear. A few 
hours later the bear was blown to pieces 
with dynamite by Welch’s companions. 
Welch was asleep under a wagon 
loaded with supplies for the troops in 
the park, when he was attacked by the 
bear. Two drivers, who were with 
Welch, drove Bruin off, but knowing 
that the animal would return they 
placed dynamite connected with a small 
electric battery. under a pile of army 
bacon, a short distance from camp. 
When the bear returned the trap was 

exploded when he nosed the bait.

PREMIER, UNABLE 


Ib KEEP GREECE 
NEUTRAL, RESIGNS 


Bulgarian Invasion Believed to 
Have Made Continuance of 
Peace Impossible. 


NO ALLIED GUARANTEES 
If Hellenes Enter War They Will 


Do So Without Assurances 
From Entente. 


LONDON, Sept. 12.—The political situ- 
ation in the near East is of no less in- 
terest to European capitals at the mo- 
ment than the military outlook, as it is 
believed important changes are impend- 
ing. The reasons which prompted Pre- 
mier Zaimis of Greece to present his 
resignation are not set forth in the dis- 


patches from Athens, except that he 
complained internal incidents were pre- 
venting him from dealing with the ex- 
ternal situation. He later withdrew his 
resignation. It is believed in London 
that his offer to resign was due to the 
fact that he accepted the post og the 
understanding that he was to maintain 
neutrality and that in view of the Bul- 
garian occupation of the Greek terri- 
tory, he finds this no longer possible. 

A dispatch ‘to the Associated Press 
from Athens dated Monday says: 

Premier Zaimis offered his resigna- 
tion to King Constantine this after- 
noon. He pleaded that owing to the 
contstant difficulties arising of late he 
Was unable to carry out negotiations of 
the greatest importance for Greece, 
which were imperative at the present 
moment. At the request of-the King 
and on receiving an expression of con- 
fidence from the representatives of the 
entente Ministers, Premier Zaimis final- 
ly withdrew his resignation. 

“The French flag which yesterday 
was hoisted over the French legation 
here has been hauled down out of defer- 
ence to Greek opinion, though the guard 
of French marines remains. The British 
Minister to Greece refused the offer of 
a legation guard, considering it unneces- 
sary.” 

Should Greece decide to join the en- 
tente allies she will do so, it is under- 
stood here, without any guarantee for 
the future. There was a time when the 
entente was ready to offer Greece ter- 
ritorial advantage in return for her mili- 
tary assistance that time has passed and 
if Greece now comes in, according to re- 
port, she must waive the question of 
conditions except that the allies will 
agree to place munitions and equipment 
at her disposal. English political writ- 
ers say that the purpose of the visit of 
King Ferdinand of Bulgaria to Em- 
peror William is believed to lay down 
conditions under which Bulgaria will 
continue to fight. 

King and Zaimas Confer. 

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Athens, under date of Saturday, says: 

“If the entente and anti-Venizelist 
factions can only keep quiet for 10 
days and not embroil the situation, 
Greece’s entry into the war will be a 
settled fact,. said a prominent Greek 
official to the Associated Press today. 
If not.“ he said, “it is the end of 
Greece. 

King Constantine and Premier Zai- 
mis conferred on the situation today. 
Greece's entry into the war with the 
entente seems favorable, notwithstand- 
ing the arrest last Sunday and Mon- 
day by Anglo-French secret police of 
German and Austrian agents, against 
which Premier Zaimis vigorously pro- 
tested and despite complicity by the 
French in the disaffection of the Elev- 
enth Greek division at Saloniki, which 
profoundly shocked the Greek public 
and seriously endangered the success 
of negotiations then in progress. The 
mere suggestion of King Constantine 
commanding the allied armies in Mace- 
donia, however, seems to override every 
hesitation. 

Servians Want Greek Aid. 

“The reported opposition of Russia 
and Italy to Greece’s co-operation in 
the war is actually much less than had 
been believed, and the Serbs, far from 
ebjecting, are most anxious that the 
Greeks join the entente It is gen- 
erally conceded in entente circles that 
Gen. Sarrail, the French commander, 
would be glad of the assistance of the 
Greek soldiers who fought against the 
Bulgarians three years ago. 

“The only menace lies in the Greek 
Government holding out too long in 
the hope of obtaining the concessions 
offered 18 months ago, but which no 
longer obtain. Eight classes of un- 
trained reservists between the ages of 
33 and # years soon will be called to 
the colors.“ 


Ferdinand and Kaiser in Important 
Balkan Conference. 
BERLIN. via London, Sept. 12.—The 
visit of King Ferdinand of Bulgaria to 
the German Emperor at eastern head- 
quarters is being made the occasion of 
an important conference on the near 
eastern situation. particularly that in 
the Balkans. King Ferdinand is ac- 
companied by the chief of his Cabinet, 
while the Imperial German Chancellor, 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, is in at- 
tendance on the Emperor as his respon-

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Sept. 12.—Auto- 
mobilists and others who wish to travel 


i between San Antonio and Austin on 


any of the eight days beginning Satur- 
day, Sept. 16, will do well to keep off 
the route selected by Gen. Funston for 
the big divisional hike, according to 
a warning sent out from Southern De- 
partment headquarters. 

The marching national guardsmen and 
regulars will form a column 10 or 12 
miles in length and vehicles will have a 
hard time passing it. The hike will be 
the biggest on record, with 653 officers. 
13,410 enlisted men and 5750 animals tak- 
ing part. 

Five motor truck companies, a total 
of 175 machines, will form the divisional 
trains. Two companies will make up 
the supply train, two companies the am- 
munition train and one company the 
ei. gineer train.

KAISER SENDS HIS PERSONAL 
NOTE TO WILSON ABOUT POLAND 


Document Goes Through Ambassador 
Gerard so as to Avoid 
British Censor. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—A personal 
note to President Wilson from Emperor 
Willlam replying to the President's ap- 
peal regarding famine relief measures 
for Poland inhabitants, was received at 
the State Department today from Amer- 
ican Ambassador Gerard. It was for- 

warded to the President. 

Emperor William’s note was sent 
through Ambassador Gerard to avoid 
the British censorship. A copy was sent 
for German Ambassador Bernstorff, 
which the State Department was re- 
quested to forward, the Berlin Foreign 
Office stating it was unable to send it 
directly to Count von Bernstorff. 

J. P. Zaleski and K. Zurowski of Chi- 
cago, president and vice president, re- 
spectively, of the Polish National De- 
fense Committee, asked aid of the 
State and Navy Departments today in 
sending a ship load of condensed milk 
to Poland as a Christmas present for 
Polish: babies.

2 ST. LOUISANS LOST IN WHITE 
MOUNTAINS 3 DAYS ARE FOUND 


Victor Harles, Artist, Has Sprained 
Ankle and Clinton Masseck Is 
Nearly Exhausted. 

SOUTH PARIS, Me.. Sept. 12.—Victor 
Haries, a St. Louis artist, and Clinton 
J Masseck, a member of the faculty of 
Washington University, St. Louis, were 
brought here last night by a rescue 
party, which had been searching for 
them for three days in the White Moun- 
tains. Both were exhausted, and Harles 
was suffering from a sprained ankle. 
Harles and Masseck left here last 
Wednesday morning, on a mountain 
climbing and fishing jaunt. Friday aft- 
ernoon. on the east side of Mount Mad- 
ison, they were caught in a fog, and 
being unable to proceed, had to sleep 
in the open. The next day, while they 
were trying to get to a lumber camp, 
Harles slipped and fell over a ledge, 
causing the injury to his ankle. Masseck 

carried him to the camp. 

In the meantime the searching party 
was organized and it visited several 
lumber camps before finding the men. 


SHIP BRITISH KEPT FROM

Blacklisted Norwegian Vessel Res- 
cued from Bermuda by Tug from 
Norfolk, Sent Out Aug. 17. 
NORFOLK. Va. Sept. 12—Convoyed 
by the tug W. S. Taylor, the Norwegian 
steamer Bijornsterne Bijornson has ar- 
rived at Newport News. Food and fuel 
for the ship at St. George, Bermuda, 
was refused by the British authorities 
because she was on Great Britain's 
blacklist. The Taylor left this port Aug. 
17 with coal and provisions for the 

steamer. 

Capt. F. A. Allen, who was in charge 
of the expedition, says the Taylor waz 
fired on when she attempted to enter 
the port of St. George. The British 
would not permit the tug to transfer 
supplies to the helpless steamer in the 
harbor and it was necessary to tow 
the vessel three miles to sea.

ISEVENTH FIRE IN 


SEVEN WEEKS Al 


$100,000 Blaze at Oberman 
Overall Factory Starts Shortly 
After Midnight. 


ARSON INQUIRY BEGUN 
Officials Unable to Get Clew as 
to Operations of Convicts 
eo Out of Work. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 12.—Fire be- 
lieved by Missouri penitentiary officers 
to have been started by ‘convicts last 
night caused damage estimated at near- 
ly $100,000 to the factory of the D. M. 
Oberman Overall Co., within the pris- 
on walls. 


Within the last seven weeks there has 
been at least one fire a week in the 
prison. These have caused heavy losses. 
All are believed to have been set by 
convicts who have carried on their 


work of arson without detection by the 
prison authorities. All of the fires have 
been in factory buildings. 

Investigations by Warden McClung 
and Deputy Warden Gilvin in an at- 
tempt to learn the identity of the con- 
victs responsible for the fires have pro- 
duced no results. The Deputy Warden 
today said officials had obtained no ev- 
idence of value. 

Fire Starts in Third Story. 

Last night’s fire was discovered by a 
guard in one of the watch towers on the 
prison wall. It then had attained con- 
siderable headway in the third story of 
the three-story factory building. Four 
guards who had been stationed in the 
building because of the series of fires 
had not discovered it. 

The prison fire apparatus and tHe one 
fire company in Jefferson City prevent- 
ed the fire from spreading to other 
buildings, though the second and third 
floors of the Oberman factory were de- 
stroyed and the first floor badly dam- 
aged. j 

Newspaper men were refused admis- 
sion to the prison and could gain no 
first hand information of the situation 
but it was stated by officials this morn- 
ing that there had been no attempt at 
an outbreak. 

Never before in the history of the 
prison have there been as many fires 
and escapes of convicts as within the 
last few weeks. The property loss from 
fires has been more than $290,000, and 
there have been more than 2 escapes 
within two months. Detailed informa- 
tion regarding the escapes, the fires and 
matters generally in the prison has 
been refused by Warden McClung. 


Several “Arson Planta“ Found. 

In addition to the fires there have 
been discovered several arson plants.” 

Guards who long have been connect- 
ed with the prison have expressed 
amazement that it has been possible for 
convicts who at all times are supposed 
to be under close Watch to have been 
able to arrange the plants“ which in 
some instances have been elaborate. 

Much time has been required to effect 
some of the escapes, but in none of the 
instances which prison authorities have 
permitted to become public has the 
work been detected while under way. 

In addition to the property loss the 
fires have caused much other loss to the 
State. In the first fire 750 convicts 
were thrown out of work. Last night’s 
fire made 459 more idle, and it is prob- 
able that about 300 more convicts em- 
ployed by Oberman will be out of work 
for a week or 10 days. The State re- 
ceives 75 cents a day for each convict 
employed. 


PRIVATE PLACE RESIDENTS 
MUST RENUMBER BACK DOORS 


Vandeventer Place in Rear Will Run 
From 3600 to 3900—Westmoreland 
and Portiand Piaces Exempt. 
After Oct. 1, it was announced today, 
householders in private places will be 
required to display their house numbers 
on their rear gates. These numbers 
will have to conform to the city’s num- 
bering system, and the places which 
number their houses independently of 
the city system, like Vandeventer, Hor- 
tense and Lenox places, will have to 
take numbers. In the case of Vande- 
venter place, these numbers will run 
from 2600 to 3900, and in the case of 
Lenox and Hortense places, fröm 4700 
to 5000. Other places affected are Win- 
dermere, Kingsbury, Lewis and Wash- 

irgton terrace. 

This will not affect the front door 
numbers, as the city has no right to 
interfere with the numbers in privately 
r.aintained places. As the alleys are 
city alleys, the city has such power 
there. Westmoreland and Portland 
places are an exception to this rule, as 
their alleys are private, and no change 
will be attempted in those cases. 


W. C. McCready, superintendent: of 
house numbers, announced the new re- 
quirement in his annual report. He said 
the new numbers would make it easier 
for delivery men to find residences in 
the places, and would help them to econ- 
term to the rule of rear-door delivery. 

The report told of the numbering of 
40 houses, mostly in the district east 
of Jefferson avenue, which had no 
numbers or were incorrectly numbered 
in the past year. The rule now followed

NEW YORK CAR CRASH 


Coach With New Motorman Col- 
lides With Two Jitney“ Bus- 
ses—No General Strike Likely. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 12.— The first seri- 
ous accident of the street railway 
strike in this city occurred early today 
when a trolley car of the Union Rail- 
ay Co. in the Bronx. operated by a new 
motorman, got beyond control on a 
steep grade and jumping the track at 
a curve, crashed into two jitney busses, 
killing two persons and severely injur- 
ing 13 others. Four of the injured may 
die. The car crew was arrested pend- 
ing investigation. 

After a night of intermittent rioting 
mctormen on the Sixth and Ninth av- 
erue elevated roads reported to the po- 
lice that they had been fired upon by 
strikers from roof tops.

PRESIDENT ON YACHT 
AFTER SEEING SSTER 


Gets Hourly Reports From Bed- 
sside—Plans Depend on Out- 
come of Her Illness. 


NEW LONDON. Conn., Sept. 12.— 
President Wilson teuay remained near 
his sister, Mrs. Anna E. Howe, who is 
critically ill here. His plans depended 
largely on the outcome of her sickness. 
The first news of the apparent Repub-

During the forenoon the physicians 
attending the President's sister issued 
the following statement:

ident boarded a New Haven train run- 
ning on an especially arranged sched- 
zule. At New Haven he talked briefly 
| with Howard Elliott, president of the 
road, and shook hands with several rail- 
road employes. He paid no attention to 
the crowds. 

When the President's train arrived his 
private car was surrounded by a crowd 
that filled the neighboring streets. As 
if unaware of his mission, they clapped 
and cheered. Miss Margaret Wilson 
met her father at the train with an 
automobile. 

After the President had seen his sis- 
ter, the three American members of the 
joint commission here to discuss the 
Mexican situation — Secretary Lane 
Judge George Gray and John R. Mott— 
called to pay their respects. All ex- 
pressed their deep sympathy.

The cruise began Aug. 15 from Nor- 
folk, Va., and ended at the same port 
Saturday. It was to have lasted four 
full weeks, but was cut short by the 
Navy Department to enable many of 
the volunteers to be back to their work 
Monday. The purpose of the cruise was 
to teach civilians enough of naval prac- 
tice to be of service in event of war. 
“War Game” Attack on New York. 

When a powerful American fleet, in 
the “war game,“ sailed in to attack 
New York@the morning of Aug. 26, it 
was foggy and the defending fleet made 
up of nine t:aining battleships, three 
other battleships, 10 destroyers, 15 sub- 
marines and one battle cruiser, could not 
see far toward the enemy. Destroyers 
were sent out as scouts, but these came 
under the attackers’ fire“ and were 
„unk.“ 

The defenders in battle formation 
steamed in a line at right angles to the 
middie of the long line of attacking 
ships. The latter, Green said, concen- 
trated their broadsides“ on the for- 
ward ships of the defending fleet. 
quickly sinking' the three leaders. The 
rule was that any ship remaining 30 
minutes in the range of superior gun- 


fire of the enemy was sunk.“ “ 


By clever maneuvers the superior at- 
tacking fleet disposed of all the de- 
fending battleships and then went in 
and sank“ the destroyers and sub- 
marines. No gun was actually fired in 
this mock battle, Green said, although 
the gun crews went through the forms 
of determining range and pointing guns. 

A day's target practice with 3-inon 
guns and real shells at Tangier Sound 
furnish the greatest excitement of 
the trip, Green said. 

“Some of the boys were badly fright- 
ened, he said, at the first reports of 
the guns. One chap whose job it was 
to fire a gun, disappeared after the first 
shot and could not be found all day. 
The shock terrorized him. Most of the 
fellows, however, soon became accus- 
tomed to the work. 

Nine Men to Each Gun. 

“A crew of nine men manned each 
3 shells to the 
chief loader, one opened and closed the 
breech, the chief loader placed the shells 


in the breech, one fired the gun, and 


two gathered up and carted away the 
discharged shells. Other men got the 
range and aimed the gun. 

Probably the hardest job was that 
of the boys who gathered up the ex- 
ploded shells, which were automatically 
ejected from the gun when the breech 


was opened. The shells were hot and 
had to be handled with gloves. 


I was 
chief loader for our crew and soon 
learned the proper way to put the shells 
in the breech. 

We fired 64 shelis at a stationary 
target 2000 yards away, and made 2 
hits. Some crews made as high as 4 
hits, and a few did worse. Naval offi- 
The 
target was 15 feet long and 12 feet 
high. We moved at five knots an hour 
while firing. Regular naval target prac- 
tice is conducted while moving at 15 
knots, the target being 8000 yards or 
more away moving at five knots, and 
they make better scores than we did. 
Although we had a great deal of prac. 
tice in handling the guns we did actual 
firing only one day. 

We slept in hammocks and had to 
get up at 5 a. m. We then worked an 
hour cleaning up the ship, each man be- 
ing assigned to a particular job, as pol- 
ishing the brass or scrubbing the decks. 
At 7:30 we had breakfast and we were 
well fed, having plenty of fresh provi- 
sions. On Wednesdays and Sundays, 
however, breakfast and supper was a 
large plate of beans and nothing else. 

: Visited Other Ships. 

“At 9 each morning we had setting up 
exercises and in the afternoon we had 
lectures; instruction classes and various 
drilis. Lights were out at 8 p. m., but 
we rarely retired to our hammocks 
until an hour or two later. Sometimes 
we would be allowed to take the boats 
and visit other ships. We were shown 
through a destroyer and the officers 
tried to make us familiar with every 
part of a battleship. At the end each 
received a certificate of service.“ 

The volunteers were required to wear 
white navy suits and white hats, fur- 
nished by the Government. 

The low cost of the cruise, Green 
said, made it an ideal vacation trip. 
Each volunteer was required to deposit 
$36 to pay for food and clothing and to 
many part of that was refunded

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Sept. 12.—The 
overshadowing feature of the Repub- 
lican campaign opening here yesterday 
was the sweeping condemnation of the 


Gardner land bank bill by former Su- 
preme Judge Henry Lamm, Republican 
candidate for Governor. Judge Lamm 
renewed his challenge to Frederick D. 
Gardner of St. Louis, author of the bill, 
and the Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor, for a joint debate on the merits 
of the land bank measure. 

While Judge Lamm’s strong arraign- 
ment of the present State Democratic 
administration, made more effective by 
the humorous side remarks while de- 
livering a written speech, was round- 
ly and loudly applauded, his attacks 
upon the Gardner land bank bill were 
received with much more prolonged ap- 
plause. 

The most serious charge made by 
Judge Lamm against the Gardner meas- 
ure which was adopted by the last 
Legislature, was that it could become ef- 
fective only through the adoption of a 
constitutional amendment, and that if 
the bank should prove to be a failure, 
as he believed it would, it could not 
be abolished, nor its policy changed in 
the slightest respect, except by a con- 
stitutional amendment. ie Legislature 
would be powerless to enact laws to 
cure any of its deficiencies. A consti-¢ 
tutional amendment which would per- 
mit the establishment of a land bank 
under the Gardner scheme will be voted 
on in November. 

No Provision for Expenses, He Says. 

Judge Lamm also charged that there 
Was no provision in the land bank Dill 
for the payment of the expenses of the 
bank, and that its only profits would 
accrue from one-half of one per cent 
upon loans. Tnis would amount to only 
$5000 for each $1,000,000 loaned, he said, 
and would de wholly -insufficient to de- 
fray the expenses of the bank. It would 
hardly pay the expenses of two good 
clerks, he said, and 50 would be needed. 
While the bill itself did not so state, 
Judge Lamm declared. the inference was 
clear that the taxpayers would have to 
provide the money to meet the deficits 
of the bank. 

He further charged tnat it would be 
purely and simply a political bank, 
which could lend money to farmers of 
one political faith and deny loans to 
farmers of another political faith. He 
alse said that the banks, witn its army 
of employes, appraisers, clerks and oth- 
ers, would become a mere political ma- 
chine, and probably would be used in 
the same manner by the Democrats as 
the penitentiary is now used for political 
purposes. 

“My distinguished vpponent,” Judge 
Lamm said, was quoted in a recent 
newspaper interview as saying that if I 
criticised his land bank bill I would 
lose the votes of 50,000 Republican farm- 
ers. I cannot be intimidated by any 
such threat as that. I don't care if I 
lose a million votes, I am not going to 
be denied my right to criticise a meas- 
ure which has been brought before the 
people by the initiative for their deci- 
sion at the November election. I am 
a part of the people of Missouri, and I 
am not going to be scared by any 
threat from Mr. Gardner. I am going 
to discuss this bill and point out its 
fallacies in every speech I make in 
this campaign.” 

Dickey Fails to Hold Crowd. 

In marked contrast with the reception 
accorded to Judge Lamm was that 
given to Walter S. Dickey of Kansas 
City, candidate for United States Sen- 
ator. While the audience cheered loud- 
ly when Dickey was tntfeduced, more 
than half of it had disappeared before 
he concluded his half-hour discussion 
of the tariff issue. When Judge I.amm 
finished his speech about 1000 persons 
were in the Landers Theater, but 
Dickey could not hold the crowd with 
his tariff talk. 

Dickey, despite the advice of his 
friends to discuss other issues, insists 
that the tariff question is the only one 
worth disussing in the campaign. He 
is at the head of the Dickey Clay Prod- 
ucts Co., which manufactures all kinds 
of clay goods, and is naturally inter- 
ested in having a high protective tariff 
on the statute books. 

It has been difficult in Missouri this 
fall for any Republican speaker to 
arouse any enthusiasm on the tariff is- 
sue. Many of the Republican leaders 
admit, in private conversations, that 
with the ceuntry prosperous, and the 
lack of an empty dinner pail with which 
to frighten voters, they cannot hope to 
make a successful fight on the tariff 
issue. 

The crowd at the afternoon meeting, 
at which Lamm, Dickey and the other 
State candidates spoke was disappoint- 
ingly small to the Republican leaders. 
All the members of the State commit- 
tee were here, and county political lead- 
ers came from nearly all sections of the 
Ozark, country, but one-third of the 
seats in the opera house were vacant 
when the crowd was the largest.

Discuss Their Problems, 

The purpose of the association is for 
the managers to get together and dis- 
cuss some of their problems of which 
they say they have plenty, as they have 
a good-sized city to rule over and ad- 
minister so that the tenants will be hap- 
py and the stockholders get their 5 or 6 
per cent. 

“We do everything but furnish Meals,” 
said Joseph M. Robinson, manager of 
the Merchants-Laclede Building of St. 
Louis, “and often there is a restaurant 
or two in the modern office building.“ 

The new Equitable building in New 
York, advertised as the largest office 
building in the world, is the most per- 
fect example of a self-contained metro- 
politan community. This building, al- 
though ſt covers less ground area than 
the Railway Exchange Building, is 
taller, being 4 stories, and has more 
floor space. Its space of 2300 offices is 
now 80 per cent rented and the popula- 
tion of the building is 9920. The an- 
nual rent income is $3,000,000 for 1,250,- 
000 square feet of floor space. It has 
69 elevators, which carry an average of 
80,000 people a day. 

The building is divided into five zones 
with distinct elevator service for each 
zone. In each zone is an elegantly fur- 
nished rest room for the women em- 
ployes of the tenants. There are also 
shower baths and dressing rooms for 
the building employes. All the rest 
rooms are in charge of a welfare sec- 
retary employed by the building man- 
agement. The building has its own 
fire and police departments. 

This gives an idea of some of the 
things a building manager has to look 
after under the modern development of 
office buildings. St. Louisans know the 
vastness of the Railway Exchange 
Building, yet probably few know that 
its 88 elevators carry an average of 31,- 
000 people a day to the upper 14 stories, 
for whose safety Manager Ricketts has 
to be responsible. 


Rental $2 a Square Foot. 

Rents in office buildings vary great- 
ly. A modern building in Tulsa, Ok., 
brings $2 a square foot a year, while 
older buildings in St. Louis or Cincin- 
nati bring from $1.25 to $1.75. The mod- 
ern system is to rent by the floor space. 
New tenants in the Equitable Exchange 
Building of New York are shown a bare 
and undivided loft. They decide how 
much floor space they want and the 
management then puts in partitions and 
subdivides the offices to suit. 

‘In many office buildings today,“ said 
Patterson, who publishes Buildings and 
Building Management, practicaliy 
every necessity and luxury can be found 
under one roof. A man can clothe him- 
self completely from the stores on the 
ground floor, can eat his meals, securé 
his cigars, receive medical or legal ad-

HUGHES ENDS PRESENT 


CAMPAIGN TRP TODAY 


Outlines7in Speeches in Syra- 
cuse His Views for Protect: 
ing Americans Abroad. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Sept. 12.—Charles 
E. Hughes came back to his home State 
yesterday to campaign. He addressed 
two audiences here, one at the State 
fair grounds, the other at a dinner at 
night, given in his honor by the Syra- 
cuse allied clubs. At the dinner he out- 
lined his views on American enterprise. 

“T have no sympathy,” he said, with 
those who look askance upon carrying 
the American name and American in- 
vestment to foreign lands. We should 
take pride in every extension of our 
commerce and the enterprise of our cit- 
izens which takes them to other lands. 
So long as they peaceably conduct their 
honest business, it is the duty of the 
United States to protect their lives and 


property and American rights under in- 


ternational law. 

„There is no other way for American 
progress. It is perfectly idle to suppose 
that we can have an enduring peace and 
prosperity if we do not have an intense 
patriotic sentiment dominant throughout 
our land, demanding that the rights of 
our citizens shall be respected.”’ 

Mr. Hughes reiterated his declaration 
that he had done his part toward cor- 
recting abuses in the past. 

„And I should do it again, he de- 
clared, as zealously and virilely as I 
know how, if confronted with any abuse 
that needs correction. 

Wo have got to have a splendid stim- 
ulus in American patriotism,” he added. 
“We have got to feel the thrill of na- 
tional obligation, we have got to revive 
the old spirit that gave us our country 
and saved our country; we have got to 
take pride in American achievement 
throughout the world; we have got to 
foster every American industry that 
needs it; wa have got to be so bound up 
in our patriotic desirc for success that 
is the one great idea above all others 
i we are to ieve real success for the 
United States in the twentieth century.“ 

Mr. Hughes received the returns from 
the Maine election while at the dinner 
table and evinced his satisfaction. He 
departed for Plattsburg to make the last 
address of his present campaign trip.

Play Is Based on Career 
of Famous Italian 
Violinist.

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—The new play 
which has fallen to George Arliss’ share 
is Paganini,“ by Edward Knoblauch, 
which has for its central character the 
famous Italian musician of the early 
part of the last century.

SPRINGFIELD, MO. 


Former Vice President Heard by 
3000 Strongly Advocates a 
Merchant Marine. 


By George W. Eads, 


A Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Sept. 12.— Charles 
Warren Fairbanks, Republican candi- 
date for Vice President, spoke here last 
night before an audience liberally esti- 
mated at 3000, declaring himself to be 
in favor of the re-enactment if a Re- 
publican high tariff and for the re- 
habilitation of the merchant marine. 


‘Fairbanks was sent to Missouri by the 
Republican National Committee at the 
urgent request of the Republican State 
Committee, as a drawing card for the 
State campaign opening, and also to 
counteract the effect of the visit of Vice 
President Marshall, also of Indiana, who 
will be one of the principal speakers at 
the Democratic campaign opening at 
Joplin today. 

Fairbanks is popular with the party 
leaders in Missouri. The convention hall 
in which he spoke was only partly filled 
when he }-egan speaking and many hun- 
dreds left the hall before he closed. 
When he began discussing the protective 
tariff jssue it wos noticeable that groups 
of men left from every section of the 

all. 


Speaks Today in Oklahoma. 

Fairbanks left immediately after de- 
livering his speech here for Oklahoma 
City, where he will speak today before 
the Republican State convention. He 
will make several other speches in Okla- 
homa, and then make a tour of Kansas 

The vice presidential candidate was ac- 
companie1 by his son, Richard, and 
Joseph Kealing, one of the Indiana 
leaders. National Committeeman Jacob 
L. Babler and Dwight F. Davis of St. 
Louis came with him from St. Louis to 
Springfield. 

Fairbanks said that he had hastened 
from Maine to Missouri to open his cam- 
paign here among the Missourians, who 
are so much like his own Indiana 
Hoosiers. The only pronounced applause 
which greeted any of his utterances was 
when he announced that early returns 
from Maine indicated the Republicans 
had carried the State by 10,000 to 12,000 
majority. 

Fou feel good at that news, and I 
feel good, too,“ he added, because that 
result was accomplished despite the fact 
chat I spoke in the State.“ : 

Fairbanks criticised the Democratic 
ship purchase bill, and declared that it 
was a burning shame that American 
merchantment have disappeared frorm 
the seas. He said that the Republicans 
were in favor of rebuilding the merchant 
marine, and that the ships should be 
built in America, by American labor. He 
offered no plan for this task. 

A typewritten statement, given out by 
the Fairbanks campaign managers, sta: - 
ed that no one in the Republican party 
was better informed on the tariff thai 
Fairbanks, and that he believed the 
tariff issue was one of the most im- 
portant and vital questions in the cam- 
paign. Since the McKinley tariff, it was 
stated, Fairbanks has had an importaat 
part in framing every Republican tariff 
bill. 

Fairbanks said that one of the first 
things the Democratic party did, upon 
taking over the Government, was to 
overturn the Republican protective tariif 
system. One of the first results, he said, 
was that the revenues were so greatly 
diminished that the Democrats had to 
enact laws placing special tax burdens 
upon the people. 

“The Democratic tariff law promptly 
did its perfect work, he said, It began 
to undermine confidence, breed distrust, 
reduce the publicrevenue, close factories, 
throw out of employment hundreds of 
thousands of wage earners, and to stim- 
ulate the charity organizations, and in- 
creased bread lines in many cities of the 
country. The old days of 1893 seemed 
to have come again. Despair was fast 
taking hold of our people. You will bear 
me witness that I do not overdraw the 
dismal colors of this picture; I bring no- 
unsupported indictment against the 
Democratic party.” 


Says War Favored Democrats, 


Fairbanks said the Democrats were 
favored by a great world cataclysm, 
and that the present prosperity of the 
country in its entirety, is due to the 
traffic in war munitions. The factories. 
which had been closed by the Democrat- 
ic tariff were reopened for the manufac- 
ture of munitions, he asserted, and the 
railroads which had been_forced into 
idleness were quickened to meet new 
demands by the exigencies of war. He 
asserted that the prosperity growing 
out of the war was purely accidental. 

“Democratic prosperity,“ Fairbanks 
continued, “is due to war, while Repub- 
lican prosperity grows out of the normal 
and peaceful industries of the people; 
it is a prosperity which abides. Dem- 
ocratic prosperity will vanish as a mist 
before the morning sun, when the ar- 
ticles of peace are concluded between 
the neightboring countries abroad, the 
places where Democratic prosperity has 
prevailed will wear a changed aspect. 
The orders from Europe for powder, dy- 
namite, shells and shrapnel, which have 
made thousands of hells in Europe, will 
cease; the golden currents which have 
been flowing hither for these weary and 
tragic months will stop; the industrial 
world-will hesitate and inquire: What of 
the future? 

“Our industrial defenses are broken 
down and an industrial war is at hand. 
No man of rational judgment fails to 
see that when the thousands of men 
who were withdrawn from the avenues 
of peace are returned to the industrial 
field, supplemented by many well- 
trained women who have learned the 
mechanical arts, they will enter the lists 
for industrial supremacy to meet the 
tax burdens which the country puts 
upon them or to provide for their in- 
dustrial households. How will this un- 
der the Democratic policy affect labor 
and capital? The contest will be differ- 
ent from any with which, we have been 
confronted since the Crimean war. 

“There is in my judgment but one 
course for us to pursue in the emerg- 
ency which lies before us, and that is to 
reinstate the Republican party and its 
well-tested policies. The people know 
that they stand for America against 
the world, that they are the bulwark of 
American labor, the sure safeguard of 
our industrial There is no

CHICAGO, Sept. 12—The Illinois pri- 
mary campaign, which closed today, is 
regarded by political observers as per- 
haps the most hotly contested in the 
history of the State. 

While there are fewer candidates for 
office than at the last State primary, 
there are apparently more close contests. 
The candidates for State offices alone 
have expended $2,500,000 in their cam - 
paigns, according to an estimate made 
by Fayette S. Munro of Highland Park, 
a candidate for the Republican nomina- 
tion for Attorney-General. 

Principal interest centers in the three- 
cornered fight between Frank O. Low- 
den of Oregon, Frank L. Smith of 
Dwight, and State Senator Morton D. 
Hull of Chicago for the Republican nom- 
jnation for Governor. 


Next in interest is the fight over the 


Republican nomination for Attorney- 
General between Edward J. Brundage 
of Chicago, Richard J. Barr of Joliet, 
Fayette S&S Munro of Highland Park, 
Walter M. Provine of Taylorville and 
George H. Wilson of Quincy. Medill 
McCormick of Chicago and B. M. Chip- 
erfield of Canton, candidates for the 


Republican nomination for Congress 


men-at-large, have the support of the 
regular State and county organizations. 

Former United States Senator William 
Lorimer, with the regular organization 
and many of his former influential 
friends against him, is making a deter- 
mined effort to come back politically by 
seeking for the Republican nomination 
in the Sixth District which he represent- 
ed in Congress for four terms. He is 
opposed by Arthur W. Fulton and five 
other candidates, 

On the Democratic side the chief inter- 
est is in the contest between Gov. Ed- 
ward F. Dunne of Chicago and William 
B. Brinton of Dixon for the guberna- 
torial nomination. Brinton has the back- 
ing of Roger C. Sullivan and the reg- 
ular Democratic organization in Chicago 
and a number of leaders down. State, 
while Dunne is supported by the anti- 
Sullivan forces in Chicago and through- 
out the State. 

The fight for Lieutenant-Governor is 
between Barratt O’Hara of Chicago, the 
incumbent, and Henry W. Huttman of 
Chicago, who is backed by the regular 
organization. Secretary of State Lewis 
G. Stevenson of Bloomington is opposed 
for renomination by Barth P. Collins of 
Chicago.

Boxing Needs National Commission. 
UNK and Barney, partners in promoting almost all the so-called “big” 
boxing matches, in this country, are almost hopelessly in control 


of the pugilistic situation. 

As long as they are permitted to di- 
rect boxing affairs just that long will 
it be possible for championship fight- 
ers: 

To box no-decision exhibitions 
for years, without defending their 
titles. 

To pick their own opponents, 
when they de fight, 

Te name the conditions as to 
weight, etc. 

To insist on their private ref- 
erees. 

Te stall and side-step and dance 
through to the limit, without tak- 
ing any chances or risks what- 
ever. 


A Remedy at Hand. 


HERE is a way out of this situa- 
tlon—a predicament which is di- 


rectly traceable to the fo-decision bout 
the carelessness with which boxing re- 
porters accept the word of managers 
and fighters regarding their training 
and preparation for contests, and to 
the lack of a national controlling 
body, such as exists in baseball. 

The way to end the reign of Bunk 
and Co. is to establish a working 
agreement between the state and 
city boxing commissions which now 
exist in various commonwealths and 
municipalities. There are enough of 
these to form an effective union, one 
whose mandates could be enforced. 


An agreement te suspend or de- 
clare ineligible all fighters that 
failed to abide the joint commis- 
sion’s rulings would speedily 
bring promoters and fighters to 
time and result in earnest and 

complete efforts on the part of 
fight principals. 1

Gives Names of Democratic Of- 
ficials Whose Poor Rela- 
tions“ Have Jobs.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—The Nation- 
al Republican Congressional Commit- 
tee today charged leaders of the Wilson 
administration with nepotism caring for 
their poor relations.“ 

“Not only have ‘deserving Democrats’ 
been given fat Government jobs when- 
ever possible by the Wilson administra- 
tion but the ‘poor relations’ of Dem- 
ocratic Cabinet officers, Senators and 
have also been well 
taken care of,” says a statement issued 
by the committee. Nepotism its rife in 
the Government service and at thd 
capitol. 

“When William J. Bryan was Sec- 
retary of State he had his son ap- 
pointed to a position.in the Department 
of Justice and his son-in-law to a po- 
sition in the Treasury Department. Sec- 
retary McAdoo, son-in-law of the Pres- 
ident, put one of his sons in the De- 
partment of Justice and one in the De- 
partment of Commerce. 

Former First Assistant—Postmaster- 
General Daniel C. Roper, who recently 
resigned to help in the Wilson cam- 
paign, at one time had three members 
of his family on the payroll. Secretary 
Daniels got a place for his brother in 
the Department of Justice.“ 

Also Cites Congressmen. 

The Republican statement cites Con- 
gressmen who have appointed kinsmen 
to office. 

“In the House,“ it asserts, Speaker 
Clark’s son is the parliamentary clerk 
at $4000 per annum. He is not yet 30 
and was given this job by the Demo- 
cratic House majority before he had 
finished his law studies. 

Numerous Democratic Senators have 
taken good care of their ‘poor kin’ with 
fat jobs on the Government payroll. A 
brother-in-law of Senator Kern of In- 
diana has a good place in the Senate 
document room. 

“The wife and brother of Senator 
Gore of Oklahoma are on the Senate 
payroll. Senator Vardaman of Missis- 
sippi has a son assistant clerk to his 
committee. The son-in-law of Senator 
Lane of Oregon, acts as his father- 
in-law's private scretary. The son of 
Senator Tillman of South Carolina is 
the clerk in his father’s committee. An- 
other son is on the Alaska Railroad 
Commission. 

“Senator Thompson of Kansas, has his 
son on the payroll, A cousin of Sen- 
ator Saulsbury of Delaware was given 
a good job on the Trade Commis- 
sion. 

“Senator O’Gorman of New York 
landed the job of Collector of the Port 
of New York for his son-in-law, Dud- 
ley Field Malone. 

“The most glaring examples of nepot- 
ism are found in the House, and more 
‘poor relations’ have been taken care of 
in the House than in the Senate, simply 
because there are more Representatives 
than there are Senators. 

“Take Illinois, for example. Repre- 
sentative Tavenner's sister-in-law is his 
stenographer. Representative Stone’s 
brother is a clerk in the House docu- 
ment room. Sabath’s nephew is also in 
the document room. 

Indiana Appointments. 

“Indiana Democrats have not over- 
looked appointing members of their 
families to good places. Representative 
Gray's sister is his secretary. Repre- 
sentative Cullop’s stepson is his secre- 
tary; Morrison's son is his secretary. 
“Representative Pou of North Caro- 
lina for a time had his son on the pay- 
roll as the clerk of the Committee on 
Claims, drawing $1600 per annum. Young 
Pou at this time was a student in the 
University of North Carolina. Ex-Rep- 
resentative Johnson of South Carolina 
got one of his sons in the Postoffice 
Department and another a House job. 
A nephew was made clerk to a House 
committee, and the Representative's 
campaign manager was made a capitol 
policeman. Representative Finley of 
Carolina has his son as his secretary 
and another son is a clerk on the House 
roll. 

‘Representative Aiken of South Caro- 


and his nephew is in the Sergeant-at- 
Arms’ office. Representative Clark of 


tee and got a doorkeeper’s job for his 
brother.

The vote indicates that a considerable per 
cent—too big for Republican ease—of the Roose- 
velt vote is not in the Republican column. In 
1912 the combined Taft-Roosevelt vote exceeded 
the Wilson vote by 23,925. The Republican lead 
in the gubernatorial vote is only 13,355 and Hale 
beat Johnson for the United States Senate by less 
than 10,000. 

The Republicans swept the State, but in view 
of their tremendous effort, including a campaign 
by both Hughes and Roosevelt, to make a killing, 
the result is profoundly disappointing. There is 
a disquieting uncertainty about the percentage 
of Progressives gained by the Democrats. The 
battle for the presidency must yet be fought out 
on ground where conditions are different from 
Maine conditions. 

A factor out of the Maine contest is the popu- 
larity of President Wilson. It is admitted that 
he is far stronger than his party. He will get 
Progressive and independent Republican votes 
that would never be cast for the Democratic 
party in elections where his political fortunes are 
not immediately concerned. 

The Republican lead in Maine is not sufficient 
to give assurance of success in the presidential 
election outside of Maine, and particularly 
through the West, where Republican indepen- 
dence is more pronounced and the brand of pro- 
gressivism is different from the Maine brand. 
The result strengthens Republican hope, but 
offers no basis for confidence.

CONTRACTS THAT SHOULD BIND. 

Whatever may be said with regard to individual 
contracts made with unorganized workers who 
may feel themselves coerced into signing such 
contracts, there can be no question that contracts 
made by labor unions should be binding. Some of 
the unions now favoring a sympathetic strike in 
New York to help the traction companies’ striking 
employes, are under contract. In case they strike, 
it is doubtful if the courts could penalize them 
for breach of contract, because they are not bodies 
duly incorporated and therefore have no such 
standing in court as, for example, the unions of 
New Zealand have, which are incorporated under 
a special law. 

In the Danbury hatters’ ease, which was one 
of injury by boycott, the employers were award- 
ed damages amounting to nearly $300,000. In that 
case the suit was brought against individual mem- 
bers of the unton, it being doubtful whether that 
body itself was finanolally good“ for the amount 
sought. This case can have little bearing upon 
the question of contracts broken by unions for the 
purpose of sympathetic strikes. In such cases 
suits could not be brought against individual 
members for a contract made by the union as 
such. And a suit against a particular union might 
result in nothing but loss, if the union had no 
visible assets. 

The present labor troubles suggest the desira- 
bility of copying the New Zealand method of labor 
union incorporation.

While War in Europe has forced woman to the 
forefront in matters politic and sociological, the 
quiet but determined agitation in America has 
been accentuated by President Wrlson’s pro- 
nouncement and prediction. “Since Louis XIV, 
holding back his courtiers at the portals to his re- 
ception with his now famous ‘Place aux dames,’ 
thus giving precedence to the ladies,” says Profes- 
sor of Sociologly Bantin of Paris, “woman has 
gravitated into her nature-given place, by slow 
agitation in America, by force of necessity in 
Europe.” 
The professor referred to the surprise of Vesa- 
lius’ audience, when, in 1549, that anatomist 
proved to the amphitheater “that woman had as 
much brains as has man,” and graphically depict- 
ed the various activities of women in the warring 
countries—as nurses on the battlefield and in 
hospitals, as physicians, self-charged with the 
care of the widows, the orphans and the poor,” 
as teachers and professors “holding with honor to 
themselves any chair assigned them,“ as advo- 
cates before the law courts, “always entering the 
lists for worsted humanity,” as scientists and in- 
vestigators, writers, composers, artists, “and last 
but not least as judges, bankers and accountants.” 
The professor concludes: “It has long been ad- 
mitted even by those who stemmed the advance of 
woman that the sex had sentiment; but they re- 
ferred it to the heart. Now we know that senti- 
ment is a quality of the brain, and that it is as 
essential to humanity as is poetry and art and the 
ideal to a correct concept of the rock and sand 
and the bare surface of the earth. This earth 
without amenities is not the beautiful earth that 
we know; nor is humanity without sentiment the 
humanity which we revere. Woman mingles judg- 
ment with sentiment—the only adequate tribunal 
of humanity.”
